OAKLAND, Cal., April 23.— 
At last, after having gone through 
the demolished city of San Fran- 
cisco, I am able to report to the 
Post-Dispatch that it is unlikely 
that a single St. Louisan lost his 
uife or was even injured by the 
earthquake or the consequent 
fires. 

Naturally the chaotic éonditions 
that prevail in San. Francisco, 
Oakland and elsewhere in this im- 
mediate vicinity makes the search 
for individuals difficult. There 
are more than two hundred thou- 
sand homeless here and to hunt 
among them for a few hundred 
seems well nigh hopeless.

When Schmershal reached the cellar the 
man was dead. 

Blomburg was a laborer, 45 years old.

Tilden,.one of the most prominent mem- 
general relief committees, 
Goy. Pardee’'s staff, 
Was shot ind almost instantly killed in 
his automobile about 12 o’cloeck last 
night while returning from Menlo Park, 
by men of the citizens’ patrol. 

liugo Altschull, a coachman, who was 
in the automobile, was cutin the face by 
a bullet andanother ball pierced the seat 
and struck R. G. Seaman, acting leu- 
tenant of the Second Company of the 
Signal Corps, in the back. 

The force of the bullet had been spent, 
and Seaman, who had been detailed on 
special duty with Tilden, pulled the bul- 
let out of his cartridge belt. 

The shooting occurted at Twenty-sec- 
ond and Guerrero streets. Two men sus- 
_— of having done the shooting are 
under arrest at the police station at 


Twenty-second and Mission streets. 
Tilden Was a prominent commission 
merchant of this city and was one of 
the foremost workers in the general re- 
lief work. His automobile had _ been 


used aS an ambulance in conveying sick ¢ 


and wounded to the hospitals and was 
carrying the Red Cross flag partly dis- 
played on his car.

THE WATER PROBLEM. 
Experts of the Spring Valley Water Co., who have thoroughly 





examined the mains and reservoirs of the system, have reported 
that the company has in its reservoirs enough water to supply the 
city at the regular rate of 25,000,000 gallons per day for 600 days. 
Already pipes have been repaired in certain sections and a sup- 
ply of 7,000,000 gallons per day is coming through Ocean View from 
Lake Merced. About 1,000,000 gallons of this is being consumed 


daily by Ocean View and the other towns along the pipe li ve 
6,000,000 gallons daily is reaching and will continue to re 


city. 





Within a few hours another supply of 6,000,000 gallons per day 

»will be poured into the city from College Hills.. This will furnish 
water to the northern section of the city. Already water is being 
supplied to the Black Point and Pacific Heights districts and with 
an additional supply of 4,000,000 gallons daily, which is assured 
. from lines that will be repaired within a day or two, the city will 
within four days be receiving a daily supply of between 16,000,000 


and 17,000,000 gallons, practically half the amount that was be- 
ing furnished to the entire city prior to the earthquake.

Chief D. J. Sullivan of the city Fire 
Department, died Sunday morning at 
the géneral hospital at the Presidio 
from the injuries he received while 
asicep in the firehouse on the morning 
of the earthquake. ‘‘Eddie’’ Graney, the 
well-known sporting referee, was with 
Chief Sullivan from the time the wound- 
ed man was removed from the firehouse 
until Mr. Sullivan's death. Mr. Graney 
today stated that Chief Sullivan never 
knew there was a fire. He was not told 
the conflagration was’ raging lest his 
anxiety to fight it would hasten his 
death.

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REFUGEES ARE NOW FOURING 
INTO LOS ANGELES FOR AID 


LOS ANGELES, Cal:., April 23.—Hun- 
dreds of refugees, in various stages of 
privation and physical exhaustion, ar- 
rived in Los Angeles today. The new- 
comers are expected to increase rapidly 
every day from this time on. It has 
been estimated by officials that this 
city will be able to care for 60,000 of 
the homeless women and children of 
San Francisco. The railroad companies 
will gladly transport free of charge all 
the destitute who may wish to come 
South. 

The stories related by those who ar- 
rived today are as varied @s human ex- 
periences could well be. Hundreds of 
them have been more or less seriously 
injured in innumerable ways, ang most 
of them have met financial ruin as well. 
Dozens wore bandages, carried arms in 
slings, and exhibited countless evidences 
of other bodily hurts. 

Those who are destitute are being 
cared for as fast as they arrive. The 
relief measures in this city are so ex- 
tensive that it is quite impossible to de- 
scribe the least portion of them in de- 
tail. The whole population of the city, 
it seems, is engaged in the most earnest 
efforts to relieve the sufferings and 
ameliorate the misfortunes of the strick- 
en people. ; as ay

F A. Baker of New York was asleep 
in the fourth floor of the St. Francis 
Hotel in San Francisco when the first 
earthquake shock came. 

“YT was awakened by the violent rat- 
tling of the windows,”’ he said, “and 
for a moment [ thought a hurricaae 
must be blowing. As I lay there I sud- 
denty felt .a strange movement. This 
was as if the building were alive, hump- 
ing its back and writhing in some aw- 
ful pain. It was something which did 
not seem to belong anywhere except in 
a nightmare, and yet I Knew I was 
awake. 

“T got up and put on some clothes and 
went into the bathroom. There the iit- 
tle tiles were wriggling their way out of 
the walls and dancing across the floor. 
When 1 went out in the hall I was sur- 
prised to find how quietly everybody 
was taking it. I suppose we were all 
much frightened, but I did not see any- 
one in a panic. 

“A woman came up to me and asked: 
‘Can you tell me if the elevator is run-

“f told her I thought it was too early. 
“When I went. downstairs ai clerk 
warned me to look out for the chande- 
liers in the lobby. When I saw them I 
knew what it meant. Those huge

masses of dangling cutglass were swing- 
ing back and forth at the bottom of 
their 12-foot rods till they nearly touched 
the cefling on either side. 

“A little later I met B. A. Kaiser and 

his wife. They had stayed in bed dur- 
ng the shocks, declaring that it was 
the safest thing to do. Together we 
Went out on the streets. At first I 
thought the whole city was wrecked. I 
don’t wonder at anybody thinking San 
Francisco had been torn to pieces by the 
earthquake.’’ 
_ ‘I witnessed the burning of Chicago 
in 1871 and was in Charleston when an 
earthquake wrought great destruction 
there, but the San Francisco horror far 
outshadowed those dire calamities,’ said 
Dr. Frank Barker of Rochester, N. Y¥ 
who arrived in the city on the Owl train 
today. He continued: 

“I cannot belteve that the loss of life 
in San Francisco was confined to meré 
hundreds. I would. be the last to 
stretch the facts, but I-am convinced 
that several thousand persons suffered 
death. 

“The soldiers and citizens are doing 
heroic work everywhere. Thieves and 
looters are dealt with summarily. I 
personally witnessed the sudden death 
of several ghouls. 


Saw Ghoul Hanged. 


“I saw a fellow cutting rings from 
the hands of a dead woman on Bush 
street, just below Sacramento, There 
Was a rush of men and within a few 
minutes the robber was dangling 
from a pole. One innocent man met 
his death at the hands of the military. 
He was the cashier of a bank and re- 
fused to obey the command to halt, 
but continued to run into the bank 
building. He was shot. 

“Another fellow robbed a_ coffee 
store and was found selling his spoils 
In the street by a policeman. He ran, 
but was halted by a bullet. I don’t 
Know whether he was killed or not.” 


Napkins for Stockings. 

There was much sadness, mingled 
with not a little merriment, in the 
train that entered the Southern Pa- 
cifie Depot yesterday afternoon. The 
most Wwoe-begone passengers were 
members of an orchestra who had 
lost instruments worth, in the aggre- 
Bate, $25,000. 

One of the jolliest persons on the 
train was Conductor Vigna, who Had 
lost not only all of his valuables but 
most of his clothing as well. Forced 
to run undressed from his hotel, he 
had not been able to procure his 
stockings, and arrived in Los Angeles 
with his feet wrapped in napkins, 
loaned him by a Pullman porter. 

“But I didn’t .lose my _ life,” smiled 
Vigna, “and I thank God for that. 


SUPREME JUSTICE’S 
WIFE IS MISSING. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal.. April 23.—Gen. 


M. H. Sherman, a prominent local capi-j 


talist and vice-president of tlie Los An- 
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Cliff House and 
Sutro Baths Only 
Slightly Damaged. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 
A thorough inspection made by a 
representative of the Associated 
Press, who made the trip in an 
automobile, shows that the Cliff 
House not only stands, but the 
damage sustained from the earth- 
quake shock to this historic build- 
ing will not exceed, according to 
the statement of Manager Wil- 
kins, $500. 

In fact, the escape of the Cliff 
House is one of the curious fea- 
tures of the disaster which has be- 
fallen San Francisco. The famous 
Sutro baths, located near the Cliff 
House, with its hundreds. of 
thousands of square feet of glass 
roofing, also was practically un- 
harmed. Only a few of the win- 
dows in the Sutro baths and in 
the Cliff House were broken, and 
the lofty chimney of the pumping 
plant of the former was cracked 
only slihtly. 
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geles-Pacific Railroad Co., returned to 
Los Angeles today from San Francisco: 

He left this city for the coast metrop- 
olis last Wednesday morning on a 
special train, chartered by himself, and 
took with him as his guests the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court, who at the 
time were holding court in Los Angeles. 
Chief Justice Beatty and Associate Jus- 
tices Lorrigan, McFarland, Henshaw, 
Shaw, Sloss and Angelotti. Justices 
Lorrigan and McFarland were accom- 
panied by their wives. Other guests of 
Gen. Sherman on the train were At- 
torney-General Webb, Secretary of State 
Curry, Assistant General Passenger 
Agent Gregory of the Santa Fe, Gen. 
Sherman’s son, Robert P. Sherman, 
superintendent of the Los Amngeles-Pa- 
. c Railroad, and other prominent peo- 
mile. 

Gen. Sherman chartered the train im- 
mgJiately after the receipt of the earth- 
quake news, in order to reach his wife, 
daughters and nieces, who were in San 
Francisco. 

The several justices of the Supreme 
Court went north with him on like mis- 
sions. 

Judge's Wife Missing. 

Relating his experiences of the 
Gen. Sherman said: 

“The saddest experiencé of all fell to 
Justice Shaw. The apartments in which 
Mrs. Shaw was staying had gone down 
in the flames and the only information 
he could get was that she had taken a 
few of her belongings and gone away. 
All Thursday and Friday until Saturday 
noon Justice Shaw searched the burning 
city, now afoot, now in a vehicle, but 
only once did he find trace of his wife. 
Inquiring at random, he found that she 
had mingled for a time with the unhap- 
py refugees in one of the parks. 

“Sick at heart, he returned to Los 
Angeles tonight absolutely without 
word. His last chance was that he 
might find her here. But at a late hour 
tonight, no word had reached him, and 
he stated that it is his purpose to depart 
again for San Francisco tomorrow morn- 
ing to renew the search. unless trace is 
found in the meantime.” 

Justice Henshaw went to Redwood 
City, 3} miles away, where he found his 
wife and family unharmed. ; 

Justice Angelotti went to his home In 
San Raefel, where the earthquake shock 
was not felt, and Justice Lorrigan found 
his family safe at San Jose. Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty’s heart was made glad by 
the finding of his wife in San Francisco. 
Associate Justice and Mrs, McFarland 
Went to their home in San Francisco and 
found their daughter safe. Later ad- 
vices say that their home 9 burned. 

A Ha Reunion. 

Gen. aan tal his son Robert 
found all well at the family’s home on 
Vallejo street, and there was a happy 
reunion on the stairs. 

Gen. Sherman states that the military 
preserved splendid order. He _ believes 
that beyond any question the ruined city 
will be rebuilt at once. 

Unable because of the fierce fires’ to 
reach the ferry slip at the foot of Mar- 
ket street on Friday evening, Gen. Sher- 
man made his way to Fort Mason and 
thence was conveyed to Oakland by 
army transport. He returned to San 
Francisco Saturday ‘morning in order to 
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superintend the sending of his famtiy to 
his country home in Napa County, and 
that day left for Los Angeles in com- 
pany with Justice Shaw. 

Gen. Sherman said: 

“[T hope the public will realize _the 
debt of gratitude it owes to the rail- 
road companies. By grace of the free 
transportation, lack of money was Oo 
bar to escape from doomed San Fran- 
cisco. Those who were unable to pay 
theif passage were as promptly and as 
cheerfully transported as were those 
with money in their pockets. 

‘No worse misfortune ever befell a 
modern city. I believe that no greater 
evidence of modern energy and deter- 
mination will be written in the world’s 
annals than by the ruined people of Qin 
Francisco. They are crushed, but not 
disheartened. Where they had built well 
they will rebuild magnificently. A great- 
er San Francisco will rise beside the 
Golden Gate.”’

IN AN INSANE ASYL 


AGNEWS, Cal.} April 23.—The work of 
taking out the bodies of patients who 
were killed in the wreck of the Insane 
Asylum buildings is still going on.

For when the supply of water from 
the mains was gone, they were dis- 
tributed along the water front and 
sucked up salt water from the bay. 

At one time five or six of them 
worked together to run a line of hose 
down the ‘valley which lies between 
fitussian Hill and Telegram Hill. They 
hoped to make a stand here to save 
North Beach. All the hose they could 
find was coupled to make two lines 
nearly a mile long. Although the pres- 
sure was poor, they held the fire at 
this point until the west wind, which 
saved the Western Addition brought the 
fire back over Russian Hill and flanked 
their position. 

How these firemen worked no one 
will ever know. How many men they 
lost no one will know until they stright- 
en the department out and count their 
dead. Three engines, at least, were lost 
under falling walls. One hears only of 
the engines, not of the men that must 
have been buried with them. There was 
fo time to make reports on them. 
“fhe veteran firemen of San Francisco 

ve been through their last fire. On 

rtemouth Square, by the borders of 
atown, was the house of the Ex- 
empt Firemen, the ‘‘vamps’” of the 
fifties and sixties. Five or six of the 
eld men lived in the building. When, 
on the morning of the shock, fire suc- 
ceeded earthquake, they got out the 
old hand apparatus, coupled up to a 
modern fireplug and tried to get a 
gsiream. 

But the mains were broken. They 
went back, got out the old ladder ap- 
paratus and took Chinese women and 
children from the buildings until the 
fire swept the district. The last stand 
in Chinatown ‘was made by the six old 
men in their red shrts and helmets.

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Among the people who have made San 
Francisco and who. guide itg activities, 
hope is reviving.

The citizens are getting 
ready first to clear the city, restore the 
water supply and sanitation and make 
it livable, and then to rebuild.

There has been a shortage of ready 
money: People of means unable to real- 
ize on checks have been as poor as the 
poorest these five days. 

There is tremendous work to be done 
—greater work than any other ‘American 
city ever had to do.

The Merchants Exchange 
Building, the new Fairmount Hotel and 
the Monadnock Buildings, three modern 
steel structures which came out of the 
fire without important damage, will open 
this morning as office buildings for the 
transaction of important business.

In 
the basement of St. John’s Church they 
are taking care of three little Italian 
girls, who cry night and day.

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tion from the great heat, and burying 
them. So many bodies appear to have 
been taken out from little houses whose 
fall escaped notice in the general dis- 
aster that the number of dead must 
pass the early estimate of 600. 

There was no attempt to get them to 
the cemeteries or even to the tempo- 
rayy cemeteries at the Presidio. They 
were buried in the nearest parks un- 
identified. In Columbia Park and in 
South Park big trenches were dug and 
the corpses are piled in, 15 to a trench. 
At one place on Folsom street there 
was no park near at hand. They dug 
the trench there in an unpaved street. 
A military messenger who came over 
Sunday night with dispatches reported 
that this horrible task is nearly done. 
Most of the corpses are under ground. 

There is another unconsidered factor 
which adds to the list of probable dead. 
Chinatown was built three stories 
above the street and three below it. 
The Chinese had run their tunnels, 
chambers and secret passages feet 
below ground. These were always pop- 
ular, especially at night. As they were 
not timbered, these tunnels must have 
caved in, for the. shock was strong 
enough at that point to overthrow some 
of the old rookeries. 

The things which must have hap- 
pened down there in the bowels of 
the earth! Even if the Chinese had 
thought of rescue work here, the fire 
would have driven them away, for 
Chinatown caught fire almost at once 
and .the. population. was driven into 
Portsmouth Square. 

Men are mighty good or mighty bad 
in a time like this. We have learned 
that. Three-quarters of the people are 
helping’ one another, sharing their ra- 
tione with them, helping to hunt for the 
missing, burying the dead, caring for the 
sick. One quarter is grabbing and stor- 
ing food, trying to make money from the 
necessities of others, ready to rob and 
plunder. One old man, who came over 
alone on the ferry Sunday, wore a big 
everceat. although the weather is mild.

PITTSBURG, April 23.—Pittsburg steel 
fear that the rebuilding of San 
Francisco will be seriously retarded by 
the inability of the mills of Pittsburg 


and the Pittsburg district to meet the 
enormous demand for structural] material 


which will be sure to follow. To add to 


the serious condition, the mills of the 
Pittsburg district are now so crowded 
with previous orders that it is next to 


impossible for them to take on addli- 


tional work. 


On account of this crowded condition 


it is feared that San Francisco will be 


forced to turn to the steel mills of Great 


Britain and Germany for their structural 


iron in the rebuiluding of the burned 
That steel will enter into the re- 


From accounts that 
have already been received from the lo- 
cal agents of the Carnegie Steel Co. and 
the Jones and Laughlin Steel Co. in San 
Francisco, It was the buildings of stcel 
construction which withstood the earth- 
quake shocks as well as the attacks of 
the fire. As was the case in Baltimore, 
all of the steel buildings were practi- 
cally unharmed by the flames. In buifi- 
ing the new San Francisco it is believed 
that steel shapes will be used almost 


exclusively. 


The Carnegie Steel Co. has practically 





closed its books for additional orders 
where deiivery is required withir ths 
next elght months. Much of this work 
is for Pittsburg alone, where over $20.- 
000,000 in new buildings is to be spent 
during the present summer. Jones & 
Laughlin, the big independent concern, 
has just completed and started a new 
plant for structural shapes, but even 


with their additional ty 
unable to handle the 


which - 
may come from the stricken city. 

The Pennsylvama and Lackawanna 
steel companies and the Illinois Sieel Do. 
will be able to handle some of the work — 
that will come from San Francisco. but 
it will only be a small percentage of the 
great amount that will be ed. The 
steel mills of Germany are rushed with 
orders for immediate delivery, but those 
of Great Britain can accommodate quite 
a large amount of additional business. 

On account of high freight rates from 
Pittsburg to the Pacific Coast. Great 
Britain and Germany will be able to de- 
liver structural shapes in San Francisco 
as cheap or probably cheaper than could 
the local mills. It will, however, neces- 
sitate considerable delay in getting the 
materia] there. 

Pittsburg manufacturers will put aside 
whatever orders they can to assist in 
the rebuilding of the stricken city.

Peace 
seems to smile upon the Orient, as far 
as human foresight can judge. As for 
the recent outbreaks in China, they are 
only small fits of lawlessness and 4d») 
not indicate a general anti-foreign feel- 
ing. Such outbreaks are bound to hap- 
pen from time to time. They are the 
only menace to peace. But they do not 
class with the Boxer troubles. 

“When I heard rumors,’ the Premier 
continued, “that some Japanese took 
part in the Shanghai riots, I made a 
personal investigation and found the 
Japanese had nothing to do with the 
riots. Some Japanese sympathized with 
the Chinese, who tried to protect them- 
selves against foreign invasions, but 
some Europeans’ exhibited the same 
sympathy. I am fully convinced that 
not one Japanese took part as an in- 
stigator in any way.” 

“What is your opinion of the mission- 
aries:” 

“J believe that on the whole their 
motives are pure and altruistic. But | 
am sorry that there are sgme among 
them against whom grave charges can 
be made. They directly and indirectly 
meddle in political questions. They even 
give shelter to refugees from the law 
and interfere with the courts and laws 
of the land. 

“May I ask you,” continued Marquis 
Sailonji, ‘““whether you believe the enor- 
mous expenditures made by missionary 
work is justified in China? To me ik 
seems. like an enormous waste, juayzing 
by what has been accomplished in the 
way of conversions up to the present.’ 

The Premier then spoke of the bright 
commercial prospects of the Orient. He 
said he was happy over the fact that 
Russia and Japan are moving their 
troops home with reasonable speed. He 
could not at this time tell whether for- 
eigners will be allowed to own land in 
Manchuria. But he said: 

“It is a distinct feature of my policy 
to insure the opening of the country to 
all alike, irrespective of the questions of 
nationality.”

At a meeting of the postal authorities 
with the military Sunday at the Post- 
ciftice, plans were completed for the 
resumption of. mail service. The San 
Francisco Postoffice is now in full op- 
eration. Three hundred and fifty men 
are’ at work in the main office at Sev- 
enth and Mission streets. 

And, in the emergency,-any man or. 
woman who wants to send a letter needs 
neither stamp nor envelope. Eenevolent 
Uncle Sam will take care of the letter. 
Any old scrap of paper will do, and 
rags and even pieces of leather are be- 
ing used in sending out word to anx- 
ious relatives. 

Inspection by Lieutenant-General R. 
Armstrong and Postoffice Inspector 
O'Connell shows that all but 30 bags 
of mail have been recovered. Now mil 
is handled expeditiously. All trains are 
carrying mail into the city and this is 
distributed by the Postoffice. Branch 
offices, under the authority of the Post- 
master and the _ military, are being 
established throughout the city and the 
adjacent hills, where refugees are 
camped. 

All mail should be addressed to the old 
street number in San Francisco, unless 
the new. address is positively known. 
Nine branch offices will be in operation 
today. Money orders are cashed as 
rapidly as funds can be secured. The 
Postmaster is completing arrangements 
with the Superintendent of the Mint to 
cash paper now on hand in the Post- 
office. 
on demand. 

The City Auditor, the Treasurer, the 
Tax Collector and the City Attorney 
have established temporary headquar- 
ters and are now preparing to resume 
the work of their offices. The vaults 
of the Treasurer, the Auditor and the 
Tax Collector are intact. There is 
something like $6,500,000 in the vaults 
of the city treasury.

‘““T was awakened about 5:15 o'clock 
Wednesday morning,’ said Mr. Wark, 
“by the cries of my wife and daughter, 
Eleanor. I had never been in an earth- 
quake -before; but I did not need to 
inquire to find out what it was. I took 
in the situation in a second from the 
rapidity of the motion and got out 
without stopping for anything, as I 
thought the house was about to fall. 

“I pulled on my trousers and put my 
shoes on and got downstairs as fast 
as I could to find my wife and dauzh- 
ter in the street | 
in their bare feet. I made them 
into the hotel lobby and by this time | 
the elevator was running. I went up-. 
Stairs and picked uv something for. 
them to wear—anything that I could! 
get hold of. I had my wife go into the 
room again with me and we threw al]

Adolphus Busch, millionaire brewer, 
reached St. Louis from San Francisco 
Monday, glad to be alive after the ter- 
rible experience of his party in the 
earthquake. 

When they reached St. Louis at 7:10

bers of the family met the Missouri Pa- 
cific train to which the private car 
Adoiphus was attached.

When I went down to the 
St. Francis Thursday to see whether 
any of our belongings could be taken 
out of the hotel, I was accosted on the 
way by a hatless but handsomely 
dressed woman, who told me her hus- 
band and children were somewhere 
in the streets, and that she was un- 
able to find them, She did not weep. 
Theirs was one of the homes that 
had been destroyed by the fire. 

“The composure with which most San 
Franciscans bore themselves was one of 
the remarkable things about the disaster. 
It seemed as though they hardly realized 
its extent. They are a brave people 
Even before | left they were saying that 
they would start all over again and re- 
build their city. And I believe they will 

“Gen. Funston cannot be commended 
too highly for the magnificent behavior 
or the troops under him. Had jt not been 
for the control established by the_ sol- 
diery, I believe there would have been 
the most disastrous riots. Their pres- 
ence seemed somehow to restore confi- 
dence. I didn’t see any policemen, but 
the soldiers seemed to be everywhere. 
When they said anything they were 
obeyed implicitly. 

“The week in San Francisco immedi- 
ately preceding the disaster was un- 
usually gay. Sunday we lunched at the 
Cliff House. Tuesday night we hvard 
Caruso in Carmen at the Grand Opera 
House. He was in splendid voice, and 
won enthusiastic applause. The house 
was packed. The audience was fashion- 
able and handsomely dressed. In the 
restaurants after the opera there were 
gay little after-theater parties. For per- 
vasive galety I have never seen any city 
like San Francisco. 

On the Eleventh Floor. 

“Before many of the theater goers 
were asleep, in all probability, the shock 
came. We were on the eleventh floor 
of the B8t. Francis. I was a&vakened 
by what seemed a blow upon the side 
of my head—a blow that knocked it 
violently to one side. 

“There were crashes of overturning 
chairs and breaking mirrors, and the 
plaster fell about us. I groped my way 
to turn on the lights, but the connection 
was apparently broken. A!l of us Start- 
ed to the elevator, but found that k 
had been damaged so that it could not 
be operated. 

“Then we went back to the room and 
dressed as best we could in the half- 
light of the dawn. Mrs. Busch saved a 
pearl necklace and two rings, but every- 
thing else was lost. 

“We went down stairways filled with 

laster and debris to the street. Terri- 
Red people were running about, many 
of them scantily clad.

“Tl stepped two  wagonettes 
begged the drivers to take us in. They 
refused. I insisted, and offered them 
$10 a day. Both were unmarried men, 
and they accepted.

“While we were on Nob Hill we stayed 
On the lawn of Mr. Tillmann’s home. 
Mrs. Busch and Miss Berg slept Wednes- 
day night in the wagonettes. We were 
hungry,-~but considered ourselves lucky 
to have the sandwiches. 

“When we got ready to leave we had 
to take a circuitous route in getting to 
the ferry, where we took a boat for 
Oakland. We circled through the lumber 
districts ang Terminal Railroad yards. 
On the boat we haqd our first cup of 
coffee. 

“Many of the steel structures of the 
big downtown buildings in San Francis- 
co are standing, and the structures can 
be replaced in a short time. The dam- 
age is, of course, enormous, but San 
Francisco can and will rally from the 
disaster. 

“The fire did.not destroy the majority 
of the office buildings entirely. It 
merely ate out the woodword and floors 
and left the shell standing. The new 
San Francisco, I am confident, will be 
better and more beautiful than the old.” 

Mr. Busch’s party consisted of him- 
self and his wife, Mrs. Arthur Mag- 
nus, his daughter and her two chil- 
dren, H. Nicholas, Carl Conrad, Miss 
Clara Berg and three servants.

Walter rushed over to the farmhouse 
and told his father of the accident. Cos- 
low. and Brown did not know that the 
boy was-shot until they were informed 
by a boatman. They hastened to the 
Beene of the accident and accompanied 
the body to Smith & Sargeant’s under- 
taking establishment at Valley Park.. 

The inquest held Sunday night result- 
ed in Coroner Otto Koch returning a 
verdict of accidental death. The body 
wili be brought to St. Louis and the 
funeral wil! be held from Holy Name 
Church Wednesday morning.

by Presbyterians, Is De- 
nied Seat. 


Rev. E. W. McClusky, pastor of 
Curby Memorial Presbyterian Church, 
will not be admitted to the Central 


Trades and Labor Union, to which he 
Was elected by the Presbyterian 
Ministeriai Association as delegate, 
unless the union reverses its action. 
The resolution that he be admitted 
was tabled Sunday afternoon by a 
vote of 61 to 42. 

Mr. McClusky’s selection by his fel- 
low ministers was in line with the 
policy of the denomination to get 
closely in touch with the labor move- 
ment. Mr. MeClusky holds an honor- 
ary membership in the Typographical 
Union at Fort Wayne, Ind., but made 
no use of it, preferring to be admit- 
ted, if at all, strictly as a ministerial 
represeutative. 

Debate on the question was fiery. J. 
B.’ Conroy, president of the Interna- 
B. Conroy, president of the Interna-- 
led those favoring Mr. McClusky’sad- 
mission. One of the speakers for the 
opposition was G. A. Hoehn, editor 
of a labor periodical. He said: 
“Suppose you admit the  Presby- 
terian Ministeriaj Association to 
seats, what would follow? Instead of 
a central body of labor unions you 
might soon have a central body of 
doctors of theology and representa- 
tives of organized clericalism.’

NEW ITALY IN OZARKS. 


Archbishop Glennon Invites 
Immigrants to Missouri. 


Archbishop Glennon, in an address 
Sunday evening before the Society of 
St. Vincent de Paul in New. York, urged 
that immigrants, particularly Italians, 
be persuaded to leave large cities ‘or 
the country, and suggested the rural dis- 
tricts of Missouri as a desirable home. 
Immigration, Archbishop Glennon said, 
is the greatest problem now confront- 
ing America His subject was ‘‘An Apol- 
ogy for Charity.’’ In touching on the 
condition of the Italian in the United 
States, he said: 

“What would be more reasonable, 
more charitable or more Christian than 
to say to this man, a brother in faith,

Public Library Censured for Is- 
. suing Bodks Indis-

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Young Ladies’ Sodality of St. Alphon- 
Sus (Rock) Church, Grand and Finney 
avenues, Rev. William T. Bond, assistant 
pastor, created a stir by denouncing 
round dancing, such as the waltz and 
two-step, theater going and promis- 
cuous reading of modern novels. 

In the course of his address, Father 
Bond also touched on certain prprieties 


; Which shoulg obtain between young men 


and young women. 

“Nowadays,” he said, ‘“‘young folks 
think nothing of holding each othets 
hands, going out to the parks to spoon 
ang carrying on like old sweethearts, 
when they have known one another 
perhaps only a few days. 

“I do not think it wrong for a young 
lady—even though she be still in her teens 
—to keep company with a young man. 
On the contrary, I would encourage such 
a. thing, with the proper restrictions. — 

“No girl under 20 should sit alone witn 
a young man ina parlor, or go out with 
him unless they have a chaperone. 

“Hither parents should receive the 
young man and help to entertain him. 
If he can't get along with them, why, 
he is not the suitable person. 

‘“T am shocked, greatly shocked, to 
hear:that some of our young folks are 
entirely indifferent to these proprieties. 

At several intervals in the course of 
Father Bond’s remarks there was audi- 
ble tittering. : 

Father Bond is noted for his bril- 
liancy and oratorical ability. He has 
been in charge of the Young Ladies 
Sodality for the past two years, and has 
built up its membership to 250.

“The plays being produced nowadays,” 
said he, ‘‘make the theaters unfit places 
for young women Ovr most suceessful 
shows, froin an artistic and financial 


scandals. 

“There is scarcely a_representatitve 
play on the stage today that does not 
treat of some man running away from 
his wife and with some other man’s 
wife. 

Plays “Immoral Slush.” 

“Just look over any week's list of per- 
formances gind see what a medley of 
immoral slush they contain. 

“These scandal plays encourage di- 
vorces, break down the sanctity of the 
home and make people careless of the 
sacred duties of matrimony,’”’ 

At this point Father Bond quoted 
from a recent address of Archbishop 
Glennon, in what His Grace altacked 
immoral] plays and books. 

“The archbishop is right, but probably 
he ought to. go farther and say that 
Catholics should leave theaters alone 
altogether,’’ was Father's Bond's com- 
ment. 

“If Mr. Carnegie,”’ said Father Bond. 
‘could know the cnaracter of some of 
the books that his money has purchased 
in libraries, I am sure. he would blush 
for shame.

Paul Blackwelder, assistant librarian, 
in charge of the Public Library. during 
Librarian Crunden’s absence, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Monday that 
precautions are taken to prevent min- 
ors from drawing books which are not 
considered suitable for them. The “‘min- 
ors’ list,’’ he declared, is carefully cen- 
sored. 

“The word ‘trashy’ is a term of wide 
range,’ said Mr. Blackwelder, when he 
was told of Father Bond's statement; «7 
think that some fiction highly approved 
by many parents and widely read: by 
girls could properly be called ‘trashy’ 
But while the demand exists for these 
books, the library has to issue them 
drawing the line at what ts plainly per.

DECISION IS SWEEPING 


Cause of Removal Need Not Ex- 
ist After Appointment, 
Says Taylor. 


In deciding Monday, favorably to the 
Board of Police Commissioners, cases 
in which writs of prohibition were 
sought to restrain the Board from try- 
ing policemen, Judges Taylor ang Sale 
took positions directly at variance with 
that taken by Judge Douglas in the case 
of Chief Kiely, which rested on sub- 
stantially the same basis. Both judges 
handed down opinions in which their rea- 
sons for their action were set forth. 

Judge Taylor denied the application in 
the cases of Patrolmen Thomas Davls, 
poy H. Meyer and George Burris. 

udge Sale took the same action in the 
case of Patrolman Henry Traffert. Both 
judges set aside the temporary restrain- 
ing orders issued sOme time ago. 

Judge Douglas granted a writ of pro- 
hibition in the case of Chief Kiely, re- 
straining the board from trying him on 
all except three of the charges against 
him, on the ground that the board had 
no jurisdiction over acts alleged to have 
been committed prior to his reappoint- 
ment and last commission. Judges 
Taylor and Sale decide that the board 
has jurisdiction, on the theory that, as 
the statute gives the board the right 
to remove for unfitness it has a right 
to inquire into acts antedating appoint- 
ment which may tend to show unfitness. 

Jucge Taylor holds that the spirit of 
the laws in the State contemplates con- 
tinued service in the absence of wrong- 
doing, that his period of service is dis- 
tinguished *%om the term of office held 
by elective “fficers, and that therefore 
offenses are not presumed to be con- 
doned by reappointment as they are in 
the case of one re-elected to office. 


Duty to Reject Unfit. 


“The members of this board have no 


right to appoint one not of goo@ char- | 


acter to retain an unfit person on 
the police foree, and they are.not.to 
be precluded from faithfully. carrying: 
out their duty by having in any in- 
stance been ‘misled into the appoint- 
ment of one not qualified by conceal-

“Having in mind all of the provi- 
visigns of our laws with respectt o thsi 
Subject and construeing them in the 
light of the nature of the duties to by 
performed by «a policeman, we ars 
forced to the conclusion that the pres- 
ent possession of bad character is 
clearly ‘cause’ for removal within tae 
meaning of the statute, and that the 
narrow construction that this word 
‘cause’ should be confined to manifes- 
tation of bad character occuring dur- 
ing the present term cannot rationally 
be applied in these cases. 


No Limitations 


“The statute of limitations fixed by 
the Legislature may bar prosecutions in 
the Criminal Courts, but something 


more than the mere passage of time or 
concealment is necessary to wipe out 
the moral delinquency manifested by 
the commission over a long period of 
time of a series of debasing and deliber- 
ate violations of universally accepted 
standards of morality and common dt- 
eency such as are contained in the 
specifications against violators. 

Judge Taylor says that “unlike the 
Kiely case, recently decided by my 
scholarly associate, there is no sugges- 
tion as to the lack of definiteness in the 
charges in this case.” 

Judge Sale finds that it is the bounden 
duty of the Police Board to remove 
members of the department for unfit- 
ness. ‘‘What possible difference,’’ he 
asks, ‘“‘can it make in determining this 
question of fitness or unfitness when the 
act or things charged to have been done 
by the police officer were as a matter 
of fact done, whether done before or 
after his appointment, except in so far 
as time would affect the probitive force 
of the thing done or omitted to be 
done?”’ 

He declares that the construction con- 
tended by counsel for the policemen is 
strained and ‘cannot be harmonized 
with the plain purpose, intent and words 


of the statute. 
How About a Foreigner? 

He calls attention to the fact that the 
board cannot appoint one who is not a 
of the United States. If the 
board should appoint a foreigner it 
would not be able to remove him, ac- 
cording to the policemen s counsel, ‘‘be- 
cause,’’ argues counsel “havin ap- 
pointed such foreigner, he is conclusive- 
ly presumed, as far as the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners is concerned, not td 
be a foreigner, but a citizen of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

If one who had been convicted of a 
felony. he could not be removed, ‘‘be- 
cause it would be presumed, as against 
the board, that by reason of his ap- 
pointment he had never been convicted 
of a felony. 

“The statute gives the board exclusive 
jurisdiction to remove. — The courts are 
powerless to add to the law that the re- 
moval for which removal may be made 
must be demonstrated or shown to have 
existed after appointment. 

Judges Ryan and McDonald have 
heretofvure taken substantially the 
same action as Judges or and Sale 
by refusing temporary Wr ts. 

‘The tg Sergt. Patrick Monahan, 
in which the same application is made, 
is pending in Judge Douglas’ court.

She Denies That She Believes 
in Theory of ‘‘Woman 
Against Man.” 


The vice-presidency of the St. Louis 
Society of Pedagogy, made vacant by 
the resignation of Edmund Fowler 
Brown, because he did not agree with 
the ideas of its newly elected woman 
président, will be filed by the executive 
committee of the society. 

Mr. Brown resigned Saturday, imme- 
diately after the election of himself as 
vice-president and Miss Amelia (C. 
Fruchte as president was announced, 
Miss Fruchte defeating William Wade 
Walters and Mr. Brown being unani- 
mously elected. Mr. Brown explained 
in his resignation speech that he was 
opposed to Miss Fruchte as president 
because he understood that her admin- 
istration would be largely for the bene- 
fit of women and not ror the profession 
and the society. 

‘*Miss Fruchte,”” said Mr. Brown, 
Monday, “intimated in a speech when 
nominated several weeks ago that she 
would work more in the interest of the 
women of the society than for the en- 
tire society. 

“This and other ideas of Miss Fruchte 
I do not approve and could not uphold 
and did not care to be continually ob- 
jecting. Miss Fruchte’s idea of the im- 
portance of woman in the society was 
expressed in the withdrawal from the 
candidacy for president by Miss Mce- 
Guire in favor! of Miss Fruchte. when 
the former said ‘Let the watchword be 
woman.’ 

“I am opposed to the interests of man 
being championed by the society as [| 
am those of woman and I think the so- 
ciety should have no other watchword 
than ‘merit’ and the good of the pro- 
fession. Personally -1 have nothing 
against Miss Fruchte. I did not agree 
with her policy for the society.’’ 

Miss Fruchte declares that her entire 
administration of the society will be in 
behalf of the cause of education and not 
woman particularly and that she will 
carry out Its affairs according to its 
constitution. She denies that the ‘‘wom- 
an against man" has ever been a part of 
her platform.

We may never get rid of earthquakes on the planet, 
but if we get rid of certain other things we seem to 
be in no need of keeping except at pleasure, it will 
be a comparatively safe world to live in, in spite of 
earthquakes. 
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The franchise sought by the McKinley system of 
Illinois electric lines is important in the extent of ter- 
ritory which it offers to connect directly with the 
business district of St. Louis and in the extent of 
terminal privileges it seeks. The franchise embraces 
a loop extending from Salisbury street on the north 
to Clark avenue on the south, and from the Levee 
on the east to Twelfth street on the west, practical- 
ly surrounding the business district. The system 
operates in conjunction with half a dozen traction 
lines in Illinois, reaching cities as far distant as 
Peoria, Bloomington, Decatur and Clinton. The 
transfer across the river will be made by ferry at 
first, with prospects of a bridge in time. Such a sub- 
urban system of traction lines running to the busi- 
ness district of St. Louis would be, under proper 
conditions, of great value. It would vastly increase 
the city’s suburban territory for both business and 
residence purposes. But the franchise grant should 
be carefully guarded against conditions which might 
stand in the way of progress or of the largest pos- 
sible benefits to the public. Compensations should 
be ample and the terms equitable. Perhaps it might 
be wise to provide for the abandonment of surface 
lines when conditions make it desirable. The down- 
town streets are now greatly crowded in the busy 
hours. ’

‘I'he 
sculptures will not only adorn the schools, but will 
be inspirations to art study and work and an ample 
equipment for a liberal education, When the pupils 
have discovered their beauty and meaning, they will 
krow the beauty and meaning of all art. They will 
understand what art represents. 

In the aroused public interest in art, in the impetus 
the public exhibition of these 180 sculptures has 
given to the study of and taste for art, and in the 
equipping of 10 public schools with beautiful master- 
pieces, the Post-Dispatch is repaid for its labor and 
expenditure.

LFRED G. ROBYN of St. Louis didn’t wielg the baton for last night's 
A production of his comic opera, ‘Princess Beggar,’ at the Garrick, it 
being his distinguished duty to do this tpnight, when soclety will doubt- 
less be present in his honor, but if he brings out more effectively the melody 
of his score than does the veteran conductor, Samuel L. Studley of the Shu- 
bert forces, he'll have to manipulate a sort of magic wand as that same 
baton. For Mr. Studley revealed to the full the beauty of the music which 
Robyn has put into the score of the Opera—andg uncommonly tuneful music it 
ds, too. 

Indeed, so excellent is ‘Princess Beggar” in this respect 
place in the ranks of real comic opera—comic opera of the days when real 
composers ‘wrote the score and put their best effort into the task. There are 
choruses and solos and duets and trios and quartets and quintets and madri- 
gals and sentimental ballads in this opera that genuinely delight the ear, 
and it is evident that Mr. Robyn was aiming much higher than the jingle 
and glitter of present-day musical comedy when he surrendered his soul to 
their composition. The fine swing of “Lave, Love, Love!” the basso impres- 
siveness of “I Want It ,All,” the arch quality of “I Don’t Love You,” the 
tenderness of ‘‘You're the Only One for Me,” the wistful beauty of ‘Bells of 
Long Ago,” and the delicacy of “O Tell Me, Daisy’’—just to mention a few 
of the songs heard last night—are so high in their average as to set a new 
pace in this field, if there be any beside Reginald De Koven, Victor Herbert 
and John Philip Sousa, who can ke@p the pace. Especially impressive, too, 
was the accompanying feature of “Bells of Long Ago,”’ when a big chime of 
bells suddenly swing down from the flies ana ring out the Robyn air in deep 
cathedral tones that set the whole hoyse vibrating with their sonorous sweet- 


ness. 
The music of ‘‘Princess Beggar” {s undeniably its star feature, although Ed- 


ward Paulton has contributed a book which recalls those of the Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas in the quaintness of its humor and the tricksome turns of its 
lyrical rhymes. The dialogue, too, of which there is much in this opera, has 
somewhat of the Gilbert and Sullivan flavor, which means that, altogether, the 
Robyn-Paulton work makes a more legitimate appeal than has been common of 
late years. Its unusual story, happily, lends itself to this better treatment on 
th part of its authors. 

Miss aPula Edwards in the title role has a nart in which her own peculiar 
methods of fun-making receivé ample opportunity, of which she makes the 
most. She is a very “sassy,” sprightly and cute “princess beggar,’’ and she 
dances flittingly about the stage and sings such songs as ‘‘When We Get Mar- 
ried’ ang “Girl of My Heart” and “When It's Raining” with the utmost catch- 
iness, so that her personal hit last night was quite pronounced. But one pe- 
culiarity of the new Robyn opera is thatit isn’t at all given over to exploiting 
the soubrette star and funny man, and, as a consequence, Mis& Edwardes and 
Eddie Garvie don't stand out in the spotlight as noticeably as if ‘‘Princess Beg- 
gar’’ were written along more conventional lines for their special glorification. 
The excellent basso voice and clever acting of Stanley Forde as the Baron 
Lombardo, the beauty and exquisite soprano of Miss Julia Frary as his daugh- 
ter Rowena, the sweet tenor of Douglas Ruthven as Count Rollo—these are 
factors that play a big part in the pleasingness of ‘Princess Beggar’’ and make 
it not by any means utterly dependent upon one or two principles for. its suc- 
cess. And there’s a chorus—especially of male voices, heard to fine advantage 
in the “Song of the Woodcutters’’—which makes one think of the ensemble 
work of the old Bostonians at its best, 

This production is most handsomely staged and there are many incidental!

Socialism of “The Jungle.” 

Socialism means not merely the com- 
mon ownership of the instruments and 
means of production; it means also their 
democratic administration. It means not 
only that the people shall share in the 
fruits of all industry, each according to 
the labor that he performs; it means 
also that the people snail have abso- 
lute authority to decide how the labor 
is performed. It is this important con- 
sideration which makes comparison of 
Socialism with an army so entirely in- 
adequate. An army obeys orders, but 
it does not elect its own officers. A 
better illustration is some voluntary as- 
sociation, such as a church or a club. 
Actual acquaintance with Socialists 
would soon convince you that they are 
the most democratic ang liberty-loving 
of men, the most free and untrammeled 
of individualists. 

You say that we “would substitute 
instead of Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Ryan, 
Mr. Morgan, Mr. Harriman, as indus- 
trial directors, another body of men 
who would have much greater and 
more universal powers.”’ From what 
do you imagine this new body of men 
would derive their power?

Trust Is Handled 
 Unsatisfactorily. 





BROTHER IS DEFENDANT 





Says Well-Known 
Lawyer Left No 
Will. 


Robert S. MacDonald Jr., through his 


attorney, Hickman P. Rogers, has filed 
suit in the Cireuit Court asking for the 
appointment of a receiver for the estate 
of his father, Col. Robert S. MacDonald, 
one of the ablest and best-known mem- 


bers of the St. Louis bar, who, at his 
death six years ago, left property val- 


ued at nearly $1,000,000, 

According to the plaintiff's petition, 
Col. MacDonald left no will. Letters of 
administration were taken out by an 
elder son, Malcolm W. MacDonald, who 
is now managing the estate. 

That his brother has not handled the 
trust satisfactorily is one of the alle- 
gations set forth in young MacDonald’s 
petition. 

The plaintiff recounts the list of prop- 
erty owned by his father, including 76 
feet at the northeast corner of Eleventh 
and Locust streets, 199 feet fronting 
on Chestnut and extending eastwardly 
from Ninth street, and the building at 
the northeast corner of Eighth and Pine 
streets, together with a number of resi- 
dences in fashionable Cabanne, Stod- 
dard and Robirds additions 


Property Is Improved. 
The petition says that the principal 
portion of the real estate in the down- 
toWn district is improved with buildings 


and tenements occupied by various and 
numerous wealthy tenants, many of 
whom are insolvent, and that the de- 
defendant, Malcolm: MacDonald, has as 
sumed control and management of the 
estate and dominated its affairs. 

There are dissensions and controver- 
sies between the plaintiff and defendant, 
the petition says, concerning the man- 
agement of the estate and it declares 
unless some suitable person is ap- 
pointed by the court to manage and 
control the property, rents and profits 
pending this litigation, there is great 
danger of waste and loss to all parties 
interested.

Steady Opening Is Followed by 
Selling for Both Ac- 
counts. 


NEW YORK, April 23.—Prices were lower 
at the opening of the market today. The 
pressure of offerings, however, was light and 
the trading confined almost entirely to the 
professionals. 

The range of prices from London before the 
local opening was also lower and market sen- 
timent both locally and abroad is badly mixed 
over the present movement of prices. 

The adjustment of the enormous losses in 
San Francisco will now become the prime 
factor in the situation, and the effect on the 
business interests, and especially the insurance 
companies, will sway prices one way or the 
other accordingly as the financial atmosphere 
cleurs or clouds. " 
Money should also work stightly firmer in 
the next few days over the heavy transfers 
of currency westward. Domestic conditions 
remain highly favorable.

Has Been Chosen. 


Y the terms of a contract entered 

B into between the Million Club of 
St. Louis and an_e advertising 
agency, all of the strength of the busi- 
ness friends of St. Louts is| to be con- 


described in the contract, which is to 
give this city a population of a million 
within five years—an increase equivalent 
to about 400,000 over the Federal census 
of 1900. 

The contract provides for the expendi- 
ture of $400,000—3$100,000 per year for four 
years—in the advertisement of St. Louis 
retail market, the exploitation of the 
advantages of St. Louls as a location for 
manufacturing establishments and an ef- 
fort to extend the trade of those already 
established in St. Louis. 

L. D. Kingsland, president of the Mil- 
lion Club, which organization has the 
Post-Dispatch prize plan for promoting 
the city’s business interests and increas- 
ing its population, spoke with great en- 
tuusiasm concerning the plans of the 
club. 

“The Million Club has kept three points 
in view at all times while considering 
ihe letting of this contract,’’ he said. 
“Hirst of all, we have worked for united 
effort. If our business energies are not 
concentrated and kept so, nothing. will 
be accomplished. The Post-Dispatch 
prize plan, by Mr. Lesan, contained no 
provision for raising money with which 
to carry on the work, and the club 
ageed to avoid a public subscription. 
That matter was settled in the contract 
with the Kastor Adverising Agency. 

Retail Market Advantages. 

“Then we agreed that a comprehen- 


sive plan of advertisement of St. Louis 
retail market would result in an in- 


crease of the city’s population and 
would be an exploitation for the city 
itself of the kind that some of its 
larger sisters enjoy. 

“Lastly, we agreed that the way to 
get a larger permanent population is to 
provide work for more persons and that 
the way to do that is develop the busi-

the demand for more employes in the 
factories already located here, further 
demand for more workmen in the new 
lines to be established and in the indus- 
tries incident to their establishment, 
thereby creating a larger, permanent, 
working, paying population. 


The Retail Bargain Days. 

“In the first place, St. Louis business 
men recognize that the retail market of 
a city that offers advantages to the pa- 
tron of that market not to be secured in 
competitive markets, will get the trade 
of its territory and, maybe, encroach a 
lictle on the territory of the other fellow 
—in he proportion to its advantages asa 
market. The plan is to establish monthly 
bargain days, on which all the retail 
dealers in the city will sell at lower 
prices on that particular day. This will 
furnish an advantage to the others al- 
ready possessed by this market and we 
will use printers’ ink in this line of ad- 


the railroads for the occasion, which 
the railroad managers have consented to 
arrange. 

‘By maintaining these advantages for 
nonresidents and seeing that the facts 
are advertised so that nonresidents will 
know about them, the business people 
of St. Louis expect a large number of 
hitherto nonresidents to become resi- 
dents because of St. Louis’ being a 
cheap place to live. 

“The result of this will be increase in 
the retail business of the city as well 
as in the actual population. These facts 
nave induced the retail business men ot 
the city to guarantee a large percentage 
of the money to be expended in this ad- 
vertising. The theaters of St. Louis, re- 
tailers of amusement, have all agreed’ to 
reduce their rates on bargain days and 
to guarantee another large percentage 
of the money necessary to conduct the 
advertising.’’

_ Robert Barr, the famous English novelist, 
is universally conceded to be chief of the 
school that belives in ‘‘the fiction of action.’’ 
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His ‘‘Rock in the Baltic’’ is far and away 
the best bit of work Mr. Barr has ever done 
and stands head and shoulders above the 
average adventure story of the day.

Establish as a 
fact that ‘made in St. Louis’ is a guar- 
antee of the superiority of the product 
and, most important of all, use our own 
makes. 

“It is a fact that one firm in St. Louis 
makes almost a million dollars worth of 
shirts every vear and that the whole 
product is sold elsewhere. They are su- 
péerior and no dearer than the shirts 
that are bought by St. Louisans and if 
they were demanded by our people the 
incréase in -the product of this one fac- 
tory would add not less than 300 persons 
to our population. 

“St. Louis leads in the manufacture of 
shoes—$45,000.000 worth made and shipped 
to other markets last year, and yet our 
factories do not supply one-tenth of 
tne retail stores. 

“How many more people would be 
called to St. Louis to work in her shoe 
factories if the factories of the city 
were called on by the local retailers for 
shoes for the six or seven hundred 
thousand people now here? There is no 
reason why St. Louis men, women or 
children should wear shoes made _ in 
Other markets.’’ 

“What about the introduction of new 
lines of manufacturing?” 

“That fleld furnishes the basis for the 
most effective work of the Million Club 
in concert with the business element. 
The introduction of new lines of manu- 
facture does away with the fear of com- 
petition for those already in the field. 

“Within a short period the Million 
Club has held many conferences with 
the proprietors of many of the city 
jobbing houses—St. Louis has some very 
large ones. There is no factory here for 
the making of pressed giass and cheap 
chinaware; yet there are jobbing houses 
here which control the output of several 
factories—not absolutely, but compara- 
tively or by volume. 

“It has been ascertained that one or 
more of these large pressed glass fac- 
tories in Eastern territory for business 
reasons entirely aside fom the gains nat- 
ural to immediate delivery of their prod- 
uct, are seeking a location in St. Louls. 
The jobbers in this line would be facil- 
itated by the location of the factory here 
and these will add largely to the popula- 
tion and something to incidental busi- 
ness. 

“Another line—one in which our dry 
goods market is particularly interested— 
is the manufacture of textiles, generally 
called cotton fabrics. This is the sec- 
ond largest open dry. goods market on 
the Continent. The raw material for 
the cotton fabrics manufactured in this 
country is grown in the territory in 
which St. Louis has her greatest trade 
influence. This material, first as the raw 
product, then as the finished, is loaded 
with the expense of two almost trans- 
continental freight tariffs before it is 
put down in the warerooms of St. Louis 
wholesalers. 

“The Washington avenue 
dry roods men have said that there is 
no better location in the country for 
kindred cotton product factories to sup- 
ply St. Louts’ own trade and for Pacific 
export. The business men of the city 
believe that the industry properly devel- 
oped and given the natural commercial 
advantages of. the location, would add 
a large population to St. Louis.” 


Great Furniture Business. 

Concerning the development of. tb 
furniture trade Mr. Kastor said: 

‘That is another most important mat 
ter that has already received the atten 
tion of the club. St. Louls is the sec. 
ond largest furniture manufacturing 
point in the country. By correspond-
